Cash Box Bulges; 
Higher Bond For 
City Treasurer 

The bond of City Treasurer 
C. J. Pegler was ordered in¬ 
creased by the City Council 
on Wednesday night following 
a report on the city’s financial 
condition showing that the 
city’s cash balance on hand is 
considerably in excess of the 
treasurer's present bond, not¬ 
withstanding the fact that the 
end of the fiscal year is near 
at hand. 

There is a greater unexpend¬ 
ed balance in the various funds 
just now than at any other 
similar period in the city's his¬ 
tory, according to the report. 
The total of the various 
amounts as of January 1st was 
$58,523.67, as against $48,180.- 
45 at the same time last year. 
On the same date in 1930 the 
unexpended balances amounted 
to $51,080.83, in 1929 to $45,- 
297.86, in 1928 to $40,687.76 
and in 1927 to $39,100.89.

SCHOOL NURSE WARNS 
OF DIPTHERIA SPREAD 

1 - 

Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, Los Angeles 
County Health Officer, has issued 
a warning about increase of diph¬ 
theria in the county. For seven 
years the disease has been on the 
down grade, but vital statistics 
lately reveal an increase of 37 
per cent. Among these cases 88 
per cent were children from 5 to 
9 years of age. 

To combat this situation in 
Sierra Madre, Mrs. Barker, school 
nurse, is launching a city wide 
immunization campaign for pro¬ 
tection. Immunization will be of¬ 
fered to all chldren free of 
charge, and will be administered 
by a district health officer at 
, the Sierra Madre City School at a 
future date. It will be necessary 
to have the written consent of 
parent, and forms will be pro¬ 
vided. 

Treatment consists of two injec¬ 
tions given four weeks apart 
1 This can safely be given to all 
children from infancy up. There 
are 239 children now enrolled in 
the city school who have been im- 
' munized during the five years 
Mrs. Barker has been school 
nurse. Out of this number there 
has not been one unpleasant re¬ 
sult, and no child has lost even 
one day of school following treat¬ 
ment.

Total ship¬ 
ments to the first of this month 
aggregated 265 cars.

“The Public Defender and the 
Administration of Justice” was 
the subject of an address given 
by Fredercik V. Vercoe, Public 
Defender of the County of Los 
Angeles, at the Kiwanis lunch¬ 
eon, Tuesday afternoon. 

Frank Spencer announced that 
the speaker next week will be 
Percy Hammond, of the District 
Attorney’s office, and the follow¬ 
ing Tuesday Kiwanis guests will 
be Mayor Porter of Lso Angeles, 
and Chief of Police Steckel. 

Mr. Vercoe said: “Many think 
that it is foolish for the public 
to hire a district attorney on the 
one hand to convict, and on the 
other have a public defender to 
fight the prosecution. But by the 
Constitution of the United States 
and the State of California a man 
is presumed innocent until he is 
proven guilty. There are many 
men now serving time in San 
Quentin who are undoubtedly 
guiltless of the crime of which 
they were convicted.” 

Examples of cases handled by 
his department were presented to 
prove the efficiency and justice 
dealt the men too poor to pay 
for counsel. One such case had 
to do with a robbery charge 
that depended on the identifica¬ 
tion of the defendant. He was 
identified positively by state wit¬ 
nesses, yet at a later date an¬ 
other man confessed to the par¬ 
ticular crimes for which he was 
held. Another incident concerned 
a man identified as a burglar. 
The public defender’s office 
checked up on his plea and found 
that he was actually in Utah at 
the time of the crime. 

“We really save the county 
much more money than it costs 
to keep our department in opera¬ 
tion,” he said. “Many cases are 
spared court expenses when we 
have sufficient evidence to con¬ 
vince the District Attorney that 
our case is a sure one. On the 
other hand we try to induce the 
men who come to us for help 
to plead either guilty or not 
guilty as the truth may be. If 
they are guilty we do all neces¬ 
sary to procure probation in 
worthy cases. And contrary to 
popular belief, probation is not 
an easy thing to get in Los An¬ 
geles courts. It is only in the 
cases where past records and na¬ 
ture of the crime allow that it is 
granted at all. 

"Our work is unknown to most 
people other than the ones ac¬ 
tually involved in the courts. 
Sixty per cent of the criminal 
cases in the Los Angeles courts 
| are handled by us. And see where 
this system is far superior to the 
old appointed counsel system— 
Formerly the Court would select 
an attorney at random from the 
cards of young lawyers just start¬ 
ing in practice. The defendant 
then would be represented by a 
tryo in law, who would be up 
against an experienced and cap¬ 
able prosecutor. The result, usual¬ 
ly, was a verdict of guilty, re¬ 
gardless of justice. With trained 
deputies of a public defender’s of¬ 
fice it is a different proposition 
entirely."

BAILEY CANYON 
TO SEAT 2,5000 
IN MUSIC BOWL 

(Continued from Page One) 

fit of his experience— an experi¬ 
ence that has made his own can¬ 
yon estate one of the most fam¬ 
ous in Southern California. 

"My place will be nothing like 
this,” he said yesterday, as he 
stood on the floor of the canyon 
and swept his arm around the 
hills. "When I bought my own 
place and started to work on it 
they said I was foolish. What 
will you do with that wild can¬ 
yon?’ That is what they all 
asked. I will make it a garden 
I said. I will employ what nature 
has provided in it to make it a 
; garden unmatched. And that is 
j just what we are doing here— 
we will make Bailey canyon a 
[ park and garden unmatched." 

Plan Music Bowl 

Then Professor Seiling disclosed 
a plan to make Bailey Canyon 
the stage for the world's best 
music—a stage patterned after 
the Hollywood bowl, but in a set¬ 
ting in which only the products of 
nature will be the props and 
scenery. 

“On that knoll we will have a 
stage," said the Professor. “Look 
around it .mil you can “re where 
we can place as least 2,500 seats 

on this hill, on that one, down 
the slope there, circled around 
the bottom of the knoll, every 
seat within a range of less than 
one hundred feet of the stage. We 
will have the best music in the 
world, and maybe we can broad¬ 
cast it too, so that it will go all 
over the world and make our city 
famous. 

For Chamber Music 

“I am not thinking of big or¬ 
chestras such as they have at 
Hollywood Bowl. I have in mind 
chamber music, four or five 
pieces, but the best in the world. 
We can charge a nominal admis¬ 
sion, and then we will get some¬ 
thing for parking, and the reve¬ 
nue will make the park self sus¬ 
taining. There is no limit to what 
we can do. We can have a con¬ 
cert every Sunday afternoon and 
people will drive here from all 
over Southern California.” 

“Stupendous progress has been 
made in the Bailey Canyon beau¬ 
tification project," Professor Sei¬ 
ling reported at the City Planners 
meeting in the City Hall Tuesday 
night. 

“The changes we have made 
are too numerous to enumerate," 
he said. “There is now enough 
room to allow for a congregation 
of a couple thousand people. 
There is a natural outdoor stage 
setting two tnll trees arching to¬ 
gether to form the proceneum." 

It was suggested that the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Players make use of 
the canyon for their pageant, in¬ 
stead of using the City Park as 
heretofore. 

Professor Seiling went on to 
describe the numerous trails that 
are opening new vistas for vis¬ 
itors in the canyon. The water is 
held in check by dams, the gullys 
are filled in: in short, the main 
rough groundwork is complete. A 


Swiss chalet type building is 
near completion on the grounds. 
This structure is in harmony with 
the natural surroundings, and 
may be used for rest rooms and 
dressing rooms for the outdoor 
theatre that is contemplated. 

Councilman Lester Layton pro¬ 
posed to the Planners’ meeting 
that a wide right-of-way would 
be the proper width to allow for 
the traffic that surely would trav¬ 
el over the road leading into the 
canyon when people come to know 
of the place. 

Work Done for Relief 

The work on Bailey Canyon 
was started as a measure to aid 
the Central Relief Committee in 
providing work for the unem¬ 
ployed. All the work has been 
done by the city unemployed. The 
local workers get four hours a 
day, at 35 cents an hour, and the 
transients get two hour’s work at 
25 cents an hour. The cost, con¬ 
sidering the results, has been very 
low. 

Jim Hawks, a member of the 
Planning Commission, and an en¬ 
thusiastic co-worker with the 
Professor, said yesterday that 
they had 500 trees in the city 
nursery ready for planting in the 
park. The trees include deodors, 
caribs, cypress and a few pines. 

The plans of the Commission 
contemplate making the canyon 
park attractive for nature lovers 
of all kinds. Horticulturists who 
have made a survey of Bailey 
Canyon have declared that there 
is no spot the whole length of 
the Pacific that contains so many 
varieties of nature's best plants 
and foliage. Screened by the hills 
from cold and frost the pocket of 
the canyon sprouts and develops 
plants that will not endure else¬ 
where. 

New Trails Cut 

New paths and trails are being 
carved into the sides of the hills. 
They will lead all the way up to 
the famous falls, with grades of 
low percentage. The Volunteer 
Firemen of Sierra Madre, who 
were pioneers in cleaning up the j 
canyon and preparing it for park 
purposes, put in a stove and 
tables for picnickers last sum¬ 
mer. More tables and stoves will 
be placed and a number of spots 
cleared for picnic parties. 

Business Manager A1 S. Myers j 
said yesterday that the city will 
shortly begin the work of grading I 
a»d improving the road leading j 
to the canyon entrance and into 
the canyon as far as the proposed | 
music bowl. The work has been 
done so far by hand labor, but 
when the city tractor gets into 
action it will not be long before 
the park is ready, in its new 
dress, to welcome the public.

Bids for Dam No. 2, to be built 
nine miles up the west fork of the 
San Gabriel Canyon, will be 
opened on March 21st. With Dam 
No. 1, which the county will prob¬ 
ably build with its own workmen, 
it will replace the high dam at 
the Fork site which was aband¬ 
oned.

should be placed in two classes: 
The chewing insects which feed 
on the foliage, and the sucking 
innsects, which pierce the outer 
surface and suck the juices from 
beneath. 

Chewing insects such as cater¬ 
pillars, beetles, etc., are controlled 
by placing a film of poison on the 
•surface of the infested foliage. 
The material commonly used for 
this purpose is powdered arsenate 
of lead, about ten to twelve heap¬ 
ing tablespoonfuls to one gallon 
of water. This should be applied 
with a spray pump that will 
break up the iiquid into a mist or 
small particles sufficiently small 
that they will adhere to the fol¬ 
iage surface. 

Sucking insects, such as aphis, 
or plant lice, are usually con¬ 
trolled with a contact spray; the 
material should be an irritant, or 
of a suffocating nature. Best con¬ 
trol is effected by actually con¬ 
tacting the insects which are in¬ 
festing the plant. 

For fungus control, Bordeaux 
Mixture is a standard fungicide— 
the powdered form may be mixed 
with water in proportions of 
about ten or twelve heaping 
tablespoonfuls to one gallon of 
water.
